There are few studies more» en- 
trancing few more scientifically allied 
with the almost urtelivsable marvels 
of a scientific age, than that of as- 
trology. From the carliest ages the 
scientists of those davs, the astrolo- 
gers, consulted tho planets and the 
star occupying themselves chiefly in 
determining their. influence, imagin- 
ary or the reverse, on human and 
terrestrial affairs.

even commonplace {9 ths magicians, 
may fill us twentieth century ea-th 
dwellers with an amazement, border. 
ing on dismay. 

In the seventeenth century a kind 
of quack astrology was much in vogue 
in England and King James 1, had 
great relief in it, while the tnfer- 
tunate King Charles and the dour 
Cromwell are both siid ta haye cou- 
sulted astrologers. A celebrated ‘‘as- 
drologer”? of the glay was De. Richard 
Napier, but as he privately avowed 
that he was able fo perform his cures 
by his alleged interviews with angels 
rather than hy xny communications 
from the stellar bodivs, his title is a 
misnomer.

His 
first altempt—made with a pair of 
spectac rle glasses ing tubo—prodnced 
a magnificaion of three diameters 
hut seon afterward the astronomer 
made one enpable of thiry magnifier 
tions, and began abservations of the 
moon, on Jupiter and onvother plan- 
ets, stars and satellites, The chief ap-

Hungarian Politician Narrowly Es 
capes Assassination. 

Budapest, Hungary, June 8.—Count 
Tisza, president of the Lower House, 
bad a very narrow escape from assas- 
sination in the Diet yesterday morn- 
irg. He was fired upon throe times 
by Deputy Julius Kovacs, who then 
shot himself probably with fatal ef- 
fect, Tisza was unscathed. : 

Kovaca was one of tho most brit- 
liant members of the opposition, and 
was included in those who were eject- 
ed from the chamber on Wednesday 
because of disorderly conduct. 

The attdck upon the count is a di- 
rect outcome of the agitation which 
hes been persisted in since his elec- 
tion as Speaker on May 22. Tisza is 
an oppenent of universal suffrage, 
ad on this issue his election was 
contested with a bitterness that cul. 
minateid in violence in the chamber 
and bloodshed in the streets. 

Throughout Count Tisza had remain- 
ed seated and alter the wounded 
Kovacs was removed he magnani- 
mously invited the House to “express 
pour sympathy for the sad fate that 

as befallen this madman.”’ The three 
shots fired at the President of- the 
Chamber buried themselves in his

Premter Whitney Announces 
‘Enforcement of the New. Plan to 
“Abolish” French Instruction In’ the 
Schools Will Commence This Fall 
When the Inefficient Teachers Will 
Be Weeded Out. -. 


Toronto, June 15.—“*That instraction 
in English. shall begin ‘at: once upon 
a pupil-entering school; and that the 
juse of the French as the language of 
instruction and of communication 
ehall cease with the end of the first 
form.” ; 

ilow the Government will -handle 
the bilingual problem’ in the future 
was announced by Sir James Whitney 
yesterdsy. In his announcement it 
was shown that arrangements had 
besn made for tha reorganization of 
the English-French schools of the pro- 
vince and the enforcement-of the Jaw 
regarding’ tho English language .in 
these éthools, . 

Beginning September’ of this year, 
the much’ criticized and inefficient 
Engligh-French—so-called  bilingual— 
schools will be no more. The Govern- 
ment has’'appointed ‘six inspectors, 
three of whoin are supervising inspec- 
tors, to look’ aller these primary insti. 
tutions of Jearning whero young 
French-Canadians are to reocive their 
first knowledge of the English tongue. 
The provisions which will be acted up- 


on by the Government in regulating 
the schools were laid before the Leg: 
islature at the Iast session, following 
a report of Dr. Merchant. The Gov- 
ernment’s investigator worked 
throughout the province for fifteen 
months—Nov. 2, 1910, to Feb. 8, 1912 
—ferreting out {ncts regarding the sys- 
tem of teaching in the Englisl-French 
schools. He visited 269 schools, where 
833 teachers were engaged. 

“On the whole the English-French 
schools are lacking in efficiency,” 
said Dr. Mefehant In 


f his document 
which was titealed to the Legislature. 
“A large io of the ‘children in 
the commu, leave s¢hi]. to mect 
the demand#fof life Ff Van inade- 


quate equipment in education. There 
can be no doubt that the efficiency 
of the English:French schools is ser: 
iously lowered’ by’ the employment of 
such a largé’'proportion of teachers 
holding _certifitates “of “the lower 
grades. The keyof the solution of the 
problem can be found only in the clos- 
er connection of the English-French 
schools with the high school system 
of the province.” 

In his tour of inspection, Dr. Mer- 
chant found many weaknesses in the 
system of teaching and he pointed out 
where the, fault*lay. And upon his 
findings the Government ‘has based 
its plan of reérgarization according 
to the announcement of yesterday. Dr. 
Merchant found that there was a com- 
paratively large number of teachers 
without certificates in the inspector- 
ales of Russell, City of Ottawa, and 
Essex, and there were twenty teach- 
ers with less than a year’s experience, 
two of whom were only drawing an 
annual salary of $150 exch. He found 
that in 85 per cent. of the English- 
French schools the French language 
was principally used. a 

What the Government intends to do 
to remedy the problem is laid out in 
the following announcement by tho 
Premier, showing the arrangements 
made for complete reorganization: 

“These arrangements aro. embodied 
in a circular of instructions which ap- 
plies to the coming school year from 
dSeptember, 1012, to June, 1913.. Thia 
circular contains in detail the provi- 
sions Isid before the Legislature at 
its last session by the Premier: that 
there shall be additional inspection, 
with supervising inspectors: to see that. 
the regulations are carried out; that 
state aid is conditional upon the em- 
ployment of teachers capable of teach- 
ing the English language; that in- 
struction in English shall begin at 
once upon a pusAl entering school; 
and that the use of French as the 
language of instruction and of com. 
munication shall cease with the end 
of the first form,” 

“For purposes of inspection the 
English-French schools «shall be in 
three divisions, the schools in each 
division being under a superviling 
inspector and an inspector. Each in- 
spector shall pay at least 220 half-day 
visits each year to the schools ‘in his 
division. The supervising inspectors 
shall control each school so far dg the 
relative provision for English and 
French in the time-table is. concerned. 
The three supervising inspectors are 
W. J. Summerby, public school ine 
spector for Prescott and Russell; R. O. 
White, B.A., public school inspector, 
North Nipissing, and E. -E. Togall, 
B.A., publio school \inspector, North 
Hastings. The inspectors are L-E. O. 
Payment, M.A., now. principe! Eng- 
lish-French Training Schoo}, Ottawa; 
V. H. Gaboury, inspector of English. 
French’ schools; H. St. Jacques, B.A,, 
principal | English-French.© Trainin 
School, Sturgeon Falls. All six spea 
both English and French, Each in- 
spector will send copies of his report 
to the Minister and the schoo! boards.

Strike of Steel Workers Takes on a 
‘Threatening Aspect. 


Perth Amboy, N.J., June 15.—Three 
hundred and fifty men in fighting 
trim, armed with revolvers and repeat- 
ing rifles and many rounds of soft. 
nosed bullets in their cartridge belts, 
were sworn in yesterday afternoon 
and last night as deputy sheriffs to 
quell the mob of strikers whose activi- 
ties Ueaghiand took the form of an 
attack on the big plant of the -Aimeri- 
can Smelting & Refining Co. 

Under the direction of Sheriff Boll- 
schweller, the defence force took com- 
mand of the roadway leading past the 
plant. Their orders were to keep the 
strikers moving and to shoot if neces- 
sary to do so. Within the high paling 
surrounding the works sixty guards 
with repeating rifles were stationed at 
vantage points to prevent a repetition 
of the rioting of yesterdsy when one 
man was killed and three wounded in 
an attempt to burn the fence and 
storm the plant. 

Atop s high steel tank just inside 
the paling Te were stationed yes- 
terday afternoon gatling guns and 
many hundred rounds of ammunition. 
The weapons command the roadway 
and its complement of men have or- 
ders to use it if the rioters gain access 
to the works.

To find the beginnings of sea lanes 
of travel, you must go far back to 
the beginnings of, things, to the days. 
when men first ventured on the sea 
and pushed timorously from cape to 
cape, anchoring by night and rarcly 
sailing out of sight of land. The 
Phoenician mariners, who sent thelr 
galleys through the Pillars of Her- 
cules and up to Ireland for cargoes 
of tin,, were among the’-first. to map 
out recognized routes for sea com- 
merce, and one cannot resist a deep 
respect for their daring in thus ex- 
ploring a way that thelr ancestors 
must have looked upon with wholly 
superstitious dread, 

And it is strangely true that now- 
adays, when the occan lanes ate so 
much greater in number, so incom- 
parably more far-flung in character, 
the same general conditions hold good 
on the grander scale that has been 
assumed, .Tho waters of the world— 
or that portion of it which Is to any 
extent inhabited—are criss-crossed in 
every direction by innumerable paths 
followed by vossels, both sail and 
stedm; but it is still possible to find 
wide arcas In which a sail or steam- 
ship's smoke are not sighted for 
months on end.

*Sabins was not, as reported, a 
“Holy Roller,” but is undoubtedly 
insane, and ‘is as full of fanatical 
ideas as an egg is full of meat. For 

. example, he will not wear boots, 
socks or hat and his clothing is of 
linen with no underwear. In winter 
the only addition to. his wardrobe 
has been sandals made by himself. 

Neither bread nor meat would he eat, 

excepting unleavened bread, made by 

himself, nor would he cat vegetables, 
bis food being mainly fruit, butter, 
milk and honey, but he would drink 
wine. He does not believe in wash- 
ing the body, except the fect before 
meals, and washing the hands and 
anointing the head with oil'‘when fast- 
ing. Soap he never used. Riding be- 
hind horses was taboo to him, and 
he would not cut down a tree. His 
idea of marriage is that the human 
beings should be like the birds, sep- 
srating when they failed to agree. 
~Sabins said he would never dic. He 
believes himself to be Incob risen 
from the dead, and that he will be 

King of Kings before long. His chil-

ORIGIN OF THE BAGPIPES 


Reached Present State of Complete- 
ness After Centuries of Evolution 


In a Jecture in Dublin Mr. EL Kent 
reviewed the history of the bagpipe 
and Iilustrated his remarks through- 
out with limelight views. 
the bagpipes to have originated in the 
simple reed such as children conatrvet 
from the rashes that grow by the 
river banks. 

The addition in time of a bladder 
and a few notes to the chanter pro- 
duced the first rude bagpipe. The 
chanter developed until various pleas-
